The defeat of the federation in its bitterly 
waged fight against Supt.

Cooley had shown himself much stronger 
than his critics had suspected him of being, 
and it was predicted that the result would 
end all talk of his removal.

Ex-Publisher Wanted on Charge 
of Getting $10,000 by-Deal.

CHETLAIN’S NAME N CASE. 


E. C. Ware, Alleged Victim, Guided by 
Judge’s Innocent Advice. 


Constables camped through the long, 
damp hours last night about the front door - 
steps of the residence at 57383 Woodlawn 
Avenue. They were looking for James J. 
West, former owner of the old Chicago Times, 
who resides there. 

In their pockets they had warrants signed 
by Elisha C. Ware of the real estate firm 
of H. ©. Ware & Co., charging the former 
newspaper man with the embezzlement of 
$10,000. Judge Arthur H. Chetlam's name 
figures in the case om the declaration of the 
plaintiff that it was upon the judge’s recom- 
mendation that he parted with his money. 
Mr. Ware lives at 5492 Cornell avenue and 
has known West for some time. 

Ware declares he was persuaded through 
an alluring prospectus and Judge Chetiain’s 
genial recommendation to purchase 20,000 
shares of stock in a copper mine near Santi- 
ago, Cuba, of which West wae the chief pro- 
moter. How the judge happened to know 
about it was not made clear, but Ware 
avers that his constitutiorial caution was 
overcome by Chetlain’s assurance that the 
venture Was a sound one, 

‘Let In on Ground Floor.“ 

Under the belief that he was being “ let in 
on the ground floor” Ware purchased the 
stock at 50 cents a share, having been as- 
sured, he says, by West that elsewhere peo- 
ple were scrambling for it at par. Since 

„ he says, he hee realized nothing on 
his venture and is convinced that he is the 
victim of misrepresentationa. . 

When seen last night at his residence, 6402 
Cornell avenue, he refused to discuss the 
case until after he had been aasured of 
West's capture, 

He has been out. of the city, I under- 
stand, for two weeks, he said, and I don't 
want to see him scared out again. I am 
told, however, that he is expected home to- 
night and I have made my plans accord- 
ingly.”’ 

Constables Stand on Watch. 

What those plans were could easily be seen 
from. a visit to West's home, where two con- 
stables, relleved occasionally by young Ralph 
Ware and Attorney James 8. Hopkins, son 
of Senator Albert J. Hopkins, patrolled the 
grounds walting for the alleged fugitive. 
The friend in West's home professed to know 
nothing regarding his whereabouts, but made 
no objection to the strange aggregation about 
the house. 

Mr. West's family is at Spring Lake, Mich 

Judge Chetlain could not be reached last 
night regarding hie alleged approval of the 
veriture. Justice Martin, who issued the 
warrant for West's arrest, was asked about 
the truth of that report, but declined to dis- 
cuss it. Attorney Hopkins said he had heard 
no suggestion that the judge was connected 
with the company. 

There is no reason to think the judge was 
interested in the company further than in his 
tendency to view such speculative opportunl- 
ties through rose colored glasses.

of the Pennsylvania railroad company to- 
day voted to probe the matter to the bottom. 

A resolution was passed appointing a com- 
mittee to make a füll investigation of the 
acquisition’ and ownership by any officer or 
employé of the company of stock in any 
other company, the holding of which can, in 
any manner, affect the performance by such 
officers or employés of their duty to this 
company or the performance by the com- 
pany of its duty to the public. 

The chairman appointed as such commit- 
tee C. Stuart Patterson, James McCrea, t- 
fingham B. Morris, W. H. Barnes, and 
Thomas Dewitt: Cuyler.

REBATE PLOT LAUD BARE. 


KANSAS CITY, MO., MERCHANTS 
TELL HOW IT IS WORKED. 


Mysterious Gifts of Money from New 
York Broker Followed Payment of 
Freight Bill to Burlington—Fieti- 
tious Names Used Because Shippers 
Feared There Was “Something 
Criminal“ 
im It for Agent of Road. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 23.—In the trial of 
George H. Crosby, traffic manager of the 
Burlington railway; George L. Thomas of 
New York, a freight broker, and L. B. Tag- 
gart, his clerk, on a charge of conspiracy in 
rebating railroad rates, the evidence showed 
that certain firms received large sums of 
money from mysterious sources after freight 
bills had been paid, sometimes in express 
packages and always from New York, but 
none knew who sent it. 

E. W. Freyschlag of the Freyschlag Mer- 
cantile company, this city, referted frankly 
to an agreement with Thomas whereby his 
firm was to receive 25 per cent rebates on 
freight bills, and told how the money was 
Geposited in New York to the firm’s credit 
by one Jackson,“ a person whom he did not 
know. He could not remember whether he 
or Thomas had suggested the use of the 
name. At first he said that the idea was 
his, but on cross examination he changed 
and said that he could not remember. He 
admitted that the name was used to hide 
“this business,” a term all the witnesses 
today employed. 

“Thomas was to look after our freight 
business and take care of our claims,“ said 
Mr. Freyschlag in his testimony, and we 
were to receive rebates on all freight destined 
to points west of the Mississippi river. This 
was 25 per cent.” 


Firm’s Rebate $7,500 in Three Years. 

Did you receive those rebates?” was 
asked. 

“Yes. The total amount in three years of 
our contracts with Thomas was about $7,- 
500. We did mot receive the rebates for 
19086 ‘shipments. We got about $1,700 in 1905 
in rebates for goods shipped in 1904. The 
money came in currency mostly. Some one, 
Thomas, Taggart, or W. B. Kelby, Thomas’ 
clerk, sent it, 1 suppose; I don’t know.” 

The cross examination by the government 
of Mr. Freyschlag was startling. Counsel 
made him admit that he had agreed to use 
the name Jackson because he thought 
there might be something criminal in this 
business.“ 

All the shippers here are in the same box 
with me,” Freyschlag exclaimed detiantly. 
Instead of four years this thing has been 
going on for twenty-five years—not at 25 
per cent rebates, but at 40 per cent.“ 


Got Money, but Didn’t Know Why. 

W. B. Kelby, former clerk for Thomas, 
said that he had sent express packages of 
“envelopes ’”’ to firms in Kansas City. He 
did not know what they contained, Once he 
brought money to Kansas City himself for 
the Robert Keith Furniture company, but 
didn’t know why. 

George Barton of Barton Brothers Shoe 
company told of contracts with Thomas to 
route freight and “ to attend to claims.“ His 
firm, he said, never received money from

Secretary Taft that he, Magoon, was inclined 
to think he ‘judged Wallace too 3 in 
concluding that he f 
“ squeeze” you,’ and 
prepared to quit, but willing Sai re 
terms that seem to him justifiable as com- 
pensation for the sacrifice he feels he would 
make-in:confinuing in the public service.’ 
And nine days later, under date of June 
22, in response to the cable of Mr. Crom- 
well, Gov.

Magoon himself “*sug- 
gested to me that I should request Secretary 
Taft to appoint me chairman of the 
commission, adding that Secretary Taft, 
when selected as a member of the Phil- 
ippine commission, had refused to serve 
unless placed at the head of the commission 

I replied that I would make no de- 
mands upon Secretary Taft, that Mr. Shonts 
was my personal friend, and that I much pre- 
ferred, as Gov. Magoon admits, going to Mr. 
Shonts and putting it to him straight.’ I 
also requested Gov. Magoon to make no sug- 
gestions to Secretary Taft, but I note from 
his cablegram to Mr. Cromwell that he was 
under the impression that I desired him to 
recommend my retention as an engineer 
member of the commission, and this despite 
the fact that Gov.

Calls Taft’s Action Monstrous.“ 


“This was my judgment on each and 
every occasion specified and still is my firm 
conviction. This is true also of the state- 
ment made by me that the only work which 
could be performed until after congress at 
its next session shall take. some decided ac- 
tion is the gradual increase in the organ- 
ization and the addition of units of machin- 
ery along a well defined plan, which Mr.

“In the letter of March 16, which Mr. Wallace 
wrote and which I have already introduced, he 
uses the expression, I prefer to remain on the 
firing line,’ Indicating that at that time he had 
mot thought of leaving, when the post of im- 
portance was for the chief engineer. 

„ Secretary Taft does me a gross injustice 
in extracting this phrase from a sentence 
with vital modifying clauses and omitting 
the context. I desire to call the attention 
ef the committee to the important words he 
omits: ‘I prefer to be on the firing line, 
provided I receive proper support and an im- 
possible situation is not created in‘Washing- 
ten.”

ARCHBISHOP MESSMER O. Ks 
THE MODERATE USE OF LIQUOR. 


Says It Doesn’t Necessarily Lead to In- 
temperance, as Claimed by Tee- 
totalers. 


Madison, Wis., May 28.—[Special.J—Arch-~ 


bishop Messmer of the archdiocese of Mil- 
waukee at the state convention of the Anti- 
saloon league last night declared in effect 
that drink is not necessarily to be shunned. 
He was not present to read his address, but 
the paper, read by 4 priest deleg&ted to read 
it for him, was in part as follows: 

“Tt is unnecessary to state that I use the 
term ‘ temperance in the usual striét sense 
as applied to the use of intoxicants, and not 
in the wider sense of moderation in the use 
and enjoyment of ahy earthly goods. Hence 
in itself, and under normal conditions, a mod- 
erate enjoyment of exhilarating liquor is no 
greater wrong than the enjoyment of a cool- 
ing dish of ice cream or a plate of citron 
flavored blue points, or of a glass of sweet- 
ened lemonade. 

But, we are told; alcohol is most injurious } 
to the ssytem and natural law forbids man 
to needlessly injure his health.

LABOR PLEA Cirs BIBLE, 


GROCERY DRIVERS DEMAND SUN- 


DAY AS DAY OF REST. 
— — 


Declare That Now They Are Unable to 
Attend Church and That After Fin- 
ishing Work Younrer Members 
Smoke Cigarets and Attend Base- 
ball Games — Question Involves 
3,000 Men, Who May Strike June 1 
— 0 Machinists Go Out at Harvey. 


The plea that a workingman should be al- 
lowed an opportunity to attend church every 
Sunday was advanced yesterday by union 
teamsters as an argument in favor of a six 
day week. Upon the response of grocery and 
market proprietors may depend a strike of 
3.000 drivers June 1. 

In a long memorial addressed to their em- 
ployers the teamsters made the Sunday ques 
tion for the first time in labor negotiations 
the most prominent feature of their demands, 
They asked relief from Sunday duties en- 
tirely, or at least a few hours’ respite from 
work to permit them an opportunity to at- 
tend religious services. In the petition sev- 
eral scriptural passages were quoted. 

Six days shalt thou labor and do all thy 
work; but the seventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord thy God; in it thou shalt not do 
any work, thou nor thy son nor thy daughter, 
thy manservant nor they maidseryant, nor 
thy cattle, nor the stranger that is within thy 
gates,“ was the commandment which headed 
the list of demands. ; | 

Quotations from the New Testament refer- 
ring to Christ's revérence for the Sabbath 
day were interspersed among requests on 


p-employers for double pay for overtime ” 


and no stable work or taking care of horses

Increase of Pay Asked. 


Among the other demands filed by the 
drivers was one for an increase in pay from 
$10 to $12 a week for men employed in the 


‘outlying districts, and another covering the 


right of the union to engage in a sympathetic 
strike. : ; 
“This may be an unusual way of present- 
ing our grievances,“ admitted Secretary A. 
J. Dean of the union, “ but we decided to 
offer our plea for changed Sunday condi- 
tions upon a strictly moral basis. We expect 
our employers will see the point better.“ 
Secretary Dean said about one-fourth of 
the 3,000 market drivers in the city are boys 
of ages ranging from 14 to 18 years. Many 
of these young men, he asserted, are obliged 
now to work half a day on Sunday, which 
prevents them from attending church or 
Sunday school. . 
“As a result, he said, they form bad 
habits and their early training is heglected. 
When they finish their duties at the barns 
they, hang around the corners and smoke 
cigarets or go to the ball game. Generally 
the labor question is supopsed to be an 
economic one, but there is a phase of the 
problem which deserves study from the 
moral viewpoint, and the boy who drives a 
market wagon Sunday morning is a striking 
example of it.“ : 
The union officials expect to arrange a 
meeting with the grocery and market pro- 
prietors some time next week to discuss the

As Edward W. Fliehmann, an attorney, 
was talking with an acquaintance in the en- 
trance of the Chicago Opera House building 
yesterday morning, a stranger celled him 
aside and beat him until he fell unconscious.

Several persons, passing in and out. saw the 
attack, but none stopped the assailant, who 
walked to Clark street, went north to Wasn 
ington, and disappeared to the east. 

The attack was more bold than that on W. 

There was, however, 
to clew to the motive: Mr. Fliehmann, Ais 
friends said. is not interested in politics and 
has no connection with any labor dispute.

Inquires Fliehman’s Name First. 

The man who attacked Attorney Fiieh- 
Mann was not certain of his victim until he 
had inquired His name. Approaching the at- 
torney, the stranger, a young man, stepped 
to his side and asked: 

“Is this Mr. Fliehmann?”’ 

Mr. Fliehmann partly turned toward the 
speaker and replied in the affirmative. The 
attorney then addressed his acquaintance 
again and was on the point of speaking when 
he was struck. : 

The young man hit Mr. Fliehmann with 
his right fist, which was incased in brass 
knuckles. The first blow staggered the at- 
torney, and as he lurched forward his friend 
threw out his arms to keep him from falling. 
The assailant followed with several other 
blows in quick succession and then turned 
toward the door. | 

At the time there were many persons in 
the corridor, but so sudden was the attack 
that none attempted the capture of the man 
until he had reached the street. He threw 
open the door and turned toward Washing- 
ton street.

It 
reveals the power exercised over public of- 
ficials every day by the so-called prominent 
citizen,” and, likewise, it reveals the work- 
ing of the feudal system of modern politics 
through which the most insignificant per- 
son can command equal favors of this kind | 
with the rich and powerful. 


Deputies Are Held Responsible. 

It is the custom of the judges to issue a 
requisition for a certain number of venire- 
men for each term of court. The requisitions | 
are sent the jury commission and the names 
of the citigens are drawn by lot and assigned 
in blocks of fifty. Bach block is assigned 
to a pastieular judge. Sheriff's summonses 
are then made out and divided among the 
sheriff's deputies for service, according to 
districts in which the city ie divided. Each 
deputy receives from a dozen to twenty sum- 
monses to serve. A 

If the deputy does not find the citizen at 
home he leaves the summons with any one 
who happens to be in the house. The deputy 
rarely takes the trouble to search out his 
man at his business address. If the sum- 
mons is lost or ignored and the citizen does 
not appear in court the case is rarely in- 
vestigated. 

“Say, you know you don’t have to find 
me, says the citizen, who has become an 
old hand at dodging jury service. Just put 
me down as not found.’ ” : 

„Os that's all right, too, but where de I 
get off?” says the deputy. 

It is then up to the eitisen to show the 
deputy where he gets off and with how much. 
Frequently he does show the deputy. In 
the return to the sheriff’s office the summons 
is recorded not found.“ 

On every venire summoned there are nu- 
merous citizens not found.“ 

This practice has been going on in the 
sheriff's office for years. Sheriff Pease on 
Tuesday posted a warning that his employés 


‘should not use their influence with judges to 


secure the excuse of veniremen. 
Get Immunity for Employes. 


That the practice is a prevalent one is well 
known in the ‘courts. For years a large 
downtown bank was enabled to secure 
through the sheriff's office the exemption of 
a certain percentage of its employés who 
were summoned each month, In the same 
way one of the packing houses at the stock- 
yarde secured a monthly immunity for its 
employés. , 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters declares there 
is little crookednese in the serving of jury 
summonses. Not long ago, however, he dis- 
charged a deputy who had reported a citizen 
“not found.” The citizen was found by an- 
other deputy. 

That there is considerable suspicion attach- 
ing to the service of jury summonses has 
been discovered by at least one judge on the 
Cook county bench. 

“Not long ago, said this judge, “ I noted 
the name of a fairly prominent citizen among 
those reported not found. He was the head 
of a large mercantile house. I had my 
bailiff call him up and inform him that he 
was summoned for jury service, The bailiff 
got,the citizen on the phone, and what do 
you suppose the citizen said? Why, that 
he knew he was summoned, but that he had 
fixed it up with the deputy, giving his name, 
so that he would not have to serve. 

„ Well, I told that citizen he must appear 
in court, and when he arrived I compéHed 


him to serve.“ 


Teaches Manufacturer a Lesson. 

On another oceasion the same judge was 
walking to his courtroom one Monday morn- 
ing when he fell in with a friend who re- 
marked casually that he had spent the 
previous evening with Mr. Blank, naming a 
well known west side manufacturer. When 
the jurist opened court he looked over tar 
sheriff's return on the venire and to his sur- 
prise discovered the name of Mr. Blank and 
reported as “not found.” The judge com- 
pelled Mr. Blank to serve. | 

“Well, do you know," commented the 
judge, “that old captain of industry came 
around afterward and thanked me for my 
having compelled him to do his duty.“ 

One fault of the jury system as at present 
administered lies in the failure of the sheriff 
to trace citizens who have removed from one 
quarter of the city to another. It is suggested 
by the jury commission that the sheriff ought 
to trace such eitisens to their new addresses 


through the postoffice. 


Advise Reforms to Judges. 

“We have no difficulty in locating per- 
sons who have moved,“ said President Walsh 
of the jury commission. We send a res- 
ietered letter to a person who has ignored our 
communications and we get him generally 
every time. The deputies should be under 
the jurisdiction of the Commission in this 
matter, I believe.“ 

“ Did you ever recommend an improvement 
ot the law to the legislature?’ President 
Walsh was asked. 

“No, That isn’t our province, he replied. 
“We make our suggestions directly to the 
judges in their meetings and they are the ones 
to bring the matter to the attention of the 
legislature.” 

I am positive there is extremely little dis- 
honesty in the service of jury summonses,” 
said Chief Deputy Peters. It is worth a 
deputy's job to make a false return on a sum- 
mons. Any complaints of dishonesty on the 
part of deputies brought to my attention will 
be promptly investigated and proof of the 
charges will be followed by the discharge of 


the guilty person.”

DR. DOTY DISCOVERS WHY SHE 
GETS OFF CARS WRONG WAY. 


Because of Not Carrying Babies and | 
Bundles on Right Stdé, as Men Do, 
Traction Expert Explains, Femi- 
nine Passengers Face’ the Rear 
When They Step to Ground—Some | 
Points in Theory That Seem to Need 
Further Explanation. | 


A problem which has puzzled wise men for 
years is settted at fast. Dr. Doty, Mayor 
Dunne's traction expert, has settled it. He 
has figured out why itds that women always 
get off a street car backwards, and yester- 
day published a special bulletin announcing 
his conclusions. | 
Like all great discoveries it is extremely 
simple. According to the head of the refer- 
endum league, whom the city employs at a 
salary of 6300 a month, this dangerous fem; 
inine habit comes from the fact that women 
persist in carrying their bundles and ba- 
blies on their left arms. If they would only 
carry them on their right arme they would 
alight properly. 

Why it is that a woman without a bundle 
or a baby on either arm will still face to the 
rear the traction expert does not explain. 
Neither does he enter into a discussion of the 
fact that a girl who never carried a bundle 
or a baby will do the same thing. He bases 
his discovery on the fact that a woman with 
a bundle or baby on her left arm is bound to 
grasp the car rail with her right, and that 
swings her face to the rear. 


Cites Case in Point. 

„In the case of Mrs. Mitchell, who was in- 
jured on a south bound Indiana avenue car,“ 
says Dr. Doty in the special bulletin, if the 
ladies would carry their bundles and babies 
in their right arms, a8 men do, instead of 
their left there would not be so many ac- 
eidents to women getting off cars.” 

This practice of carrying bundies and 
babies on their left arms, the expert thinks, 
comes from the desire to have the right free 
to hold up the skirts. In his ignorance of 
feminine ways he cannot understand why 
it would not be just as easy for the women 
to hold up the skirte with the left hand and 
thus leave the right free for the bundles and 
babies. 

Some Points Left Undetermined. 

Of course there are women who wear skirts 
so short they do not have to hold them up 
who still persist in getting off a car back- 
wards, but. that is another one of the things 
Dr. Doty does not think it worth while to dis- 
cuss. He has found out why it is women do 
the thing they have for generations been told 
not to do, and if ahy of them get hurt while 
getting off street cars hereafter it is their 


own fault. 

The bulletin also contains a few remarks 
en the necessity for low fenders and wheel 
guards, but they are trivial compared with 
the great discovery. 


THUNDER CLAP PROVES ACASE; 
COSTS CITY $2,500 DAMAGES. 


Woman, Whose Trial Against Munici- 
pallty Is on Hearing, Falls in Fit and 
Wins Her Point. 


A $2,500 clap of thunder hit the city yes- 
terday in Judge Barnes’ court. Mrs. Lucy 
Mattingly, colored, was suing for $25,000 
damages, her complaint being that a fall on 
a defective sidewalk at Thirty-fifth and 
Dearborn streets, in 1908, had shocked her so 
Severely that she had become 4 nervous 
wreck. 

Mre. Mattingly was sitting alone in the 
rear of the courtroom, on the thirteenth floor 
of the Fort Dearborn bullding, and the city 
was about to introduce witnesses to testify 
against her contention that the fall had left 
her a victim to hysteria. Suddenly there 
was a flash of lightning followed by a violent 
clap of thunder. Mrs. Mattingly fell to the 
floor in hysterics. After lawyers, jury, and 
spectators had given her assistance the at- 
torneys agreed to a $2,500 verdict. 

Lawyers, jury, and spectators ran to her 
assistance, and it required the efforts of 
several jurors to restrain her. 

Attorney Ayers, for the city, exclaimed to 
Judge Barnes: 

“Tf you go on with this case that clap of 
thunder will cost us $2,000. I ask that a 
continuance be granted.“ 

Motion overruled,” said the judge. It 
is an act of God,’ and the case must go on.” 

Mr. Ayers and John F. Waters, attorney 
for Mrs. Mattingly, then consulted and 
Waters agreed to accept 2,00 in behalf of 
his hysterical client.

FORMER SECRETARY OF TRADERS’ 
DEFENDS HIMBELF. 


Returns to Cie After Having Been 
Accused of Hurrying the Suspen- 
sion of Chicago Insurance Company 
—Inside Story of Decision to Quit 
Is Promised Which Will Clear Him 
of Blame in Connection with His 
Telegrams. 


New revelations regarding the failure of 
the Traders’ Insurance company are prom- 
ised in a few days by S. A. Rothermel, former 
secretary of the organization, who returned 
to the city yesterday to defend himself from 
charges that he was instrumental in hurry- 
ing the corporation into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. He denied that he had been false to 
his trust in any way. 

Mr. Rothermel declared all the accushtions 
against him in the receivership case were 
false. 


Denies Action in Bad Faith. . 

I have been accused unjustly of disobey- 
ing instructions and of causing unnecessary 
embarrassment for the Traders’ company. 
he said last night at his home in Oak Park. 
“I want to deny my actions resulted in 
throwing the corporation into the hands of 
a receiver. My accusers have claimed that 
I sent out damaging telegrams telling the 
shaky condition of the Traders’ company 
after the,Sin Francisco disaster. 

“The real decision which resulted in the 
suspension of business was made five days 
before the receiver was asked for and three 
days before I sent the telegrams on which 
the charges cre based. 


Promises an Inside Story. 

“For some reason the blame for all this 
trouble has been thrown on me, and TI shall 
find out what was the inspiration of the 
charges against me. When I telegraphed 
Sumner Ballard of New York about reinsur- 
ance I did not name the company for the sim- 
ple reason that I did not want the organiza- 
tion connected wtih the idea. of reinsurance 
at that time. 

“I acted at all times tairty and ‘justly. I 
am not guilty of the charges made against 
me. I do not care to talk about the case 
further, but in a few days I shall have a 
statement to give out. 

“I shall tell some things that will throw 
new light on the case. The real trouble will 
be known then. 

“I Shall endeavor to treat my accusers 
fairly and try to be just—perhaps more just 
than they have been to me.” 

Mr. Rothermel appeared affected by the 
charges, and said his thirty years’ service 
in the insurance business ought to show he 
was honorable.

| Defense Claims Prearranged Plan 


by Commissioner’s Followers 
to Interfere with Voting.

A surprise was sprung on the defense in 
the trial of George Gill Roberts for murder 
yesterday afternoon when one of the wit- 
nesees introduced by Assistant State’s At- 


| torney Holt produced six ballots said to have 


been “stuffed”’ into the ballot box at the 
Thirteenth Ward club election, precipitating 
the trouble which resulted in the fatal stab- 
bing of John V. Kopf. 

Daniel M. Elliott was the witness whe 
produced the “stuffed” ballots. He de- 
scribed the scene which preceded the stab- 
bing, giving in detail the story of Park Po- 


Hieeman Jensen's alleged effort to crowd the 


ballots into the box. 

Another important feature of the day's 
hearing was the real beginning of the efforts 
of the defense to prove that a prearranged 
plan was the cause of Kopf and many of his 
followers jumping over the railing into the 
space in which voting was being done. An- 
other witness, who was standing within a 
few feet of State Senator Farnum when the 
stabbing occurred, denied that he heard him 
say, Get Kopf,” as he was quoted by a 
previous witness for the prosecution. 


Accuses Policeman on Stand. 
When Mr. Elliott was called to the stand he 
testified he was a judge of election called 
upon by Mr. Kopf, and that he was standing 
within a few inches of the table when the 
ballot box “ stuffing” and scuffiing began. 
„% Were there any ballots stuffed into the 


| box?’ asked Assistant State’s Attorney Holt. 


* Yes, a whole fist full, replied Mr. Elliott. 
“Who did the stuffing?’ was the next 


question. 
Jensen, the park policeman, stuffed six 


| ballots into the box,” replied the witness. 


And what became of them?“ 

Here neasly, everybody in the courtroom 
was startled when Mr. Elliott drew six bal- 
lots, crumpled and folded, from’ his pocket 
and gave them to Mr. Holt. 

There are the ballots,’’ he said. 

Mr. Holt was about to pass the ballots to 
the jury men when Attorney Scanlan, repre- 
senting Roberts, vigorously objected, say- 
ing there was no means of knowing that 
these were the ballots. Judge Kersten over- 
ruled the objection and the ballots were 
passed to the jurors. for inspection. 


Tells of Attack on Kopf. 

There were six of the bits of paper, all of 
which were ballots bearing the name of 
William J. Jackman, Kopf's rival for the 
presidency of the club. After they had been 
examined they were returned to the stenog- 
rapher's table and became erxhibits.“ 

Mr. Elliott continued: “ There was shout- 
ing that the ‘ ballot box was being stuffed,’ 
Mr. Kopf sprang on the platform, and a mo- 
ment later Roberts dealt him the blow which 
sent him reeling backward onto the floor.“ 
continued Mr. Elliott. “I saw the knife in 
Robert's hand.“ 

On cross examination Attorney Scanlan 
brought out the fact that the witness was a 
close friend of the murdered man and that 
he had attended a meeting of many members 
of the club at the home of David Hill, 956 
Warren avenue, the evening preceding the 
tragedy. 

“ Hadn’t it been arranged that you were 
to jump over the railing and into the in- 
closed space when Kopf called your name?” 
asked Attorney Scanian. 

I had promised to answer to his word, 8 
replied Mr. Elliott. 

„ Weren't there many other Kopf follow- 
ers who had promised to spring over the 
railing at the same time, some of them to 
take the place of judges and clerks?’ was 
the next question. 

* IT can’t say as to that. I believe I was not 
the only one, said Mr. Elliott. 


Farnum’s Flight Is Described. 


William G. Gregori, 896 California avenue, 
was one of the important witnesses of the 
day, inasmuch as he threw new light on de- 
talls that have been befogged * many con- 
flicting stories. 

Gregori declared. although he was standing 
within a few feet of State Senator Farnum 
when the stabbing occurred, he did not hear 
him say Get Kopf.“ He said Senator Far- 
num sprang from the platform to the floor 
and then ran from the hall, having witnessed 
the stabbing and scuffling on the platform. 

Judge Kersten warned both attorneys yes- 
terday that unless the work of examining 
the witnesses progressed better they would 
be compelled to hold evening sessions begin- 
ning on Monday. * 

“ Why, at the rate we are going now it will 
take three or four months to try this case,” 
said Judge Kersten.

YALE CLUB SOON TO AWARD — 
SCHOLARSHIP TO CHICAGO BOY 


One Given Every Year and Records of 
the Three Students Now in College 
Are Remarkably Good. 


The Chicago Yale club send to Yale every 
year some young man living in or near Chi- 
cago on a scholarship of $600. The recipient

Another of Chicago's historic old homes ts 
to go. It was announced yesterday that Mrs. 
Timothy B. Blackstone, widow of the former 
president of the Chicago and Alton railroad 
and founder of the Blackstone Memorial li- 
brary in Kenwood, had sold to Otto Young for 
$500,000 the family homestead on the north- 
west corner of Michigan avenue and Hub- 
bard court. 

In spite of the large price offered Mrs. 
Blackstone was extremely unwilling to part 
with the place, which has been her home for 
more than forty years.

As the building itself was given no value in 
the transaction, the sale price represents 
a value of $6,750 a front foot and a little 
more than $36 a square foot. This is easily 
the record price for land that far south on 
Michigan uvenue. 

The building is of brick and three stories 
high. The interior is finished in mahogany.

A delegate Anke. is defined in the act, but 
because a primary election is a party mat- 
ter the power to designate the primary elec 
tion precincts which shall constitute a dis- 
trict (which must be compact and con- 
tiguous) was lodged in the county commit- 
tees of each party. 

h. The delegates are instructed to east 
one ballot for those candidates (except 
county officers) who receive a plurality of 
the votes in the delegate district. It would 
have been idle to have the thstructions bind 
longer, because so long ag obeyed each 
ballot would have been a repetition of the 
first. It is believed that the delegates select- 
ed will follow faithfully the will.of the voters 
as expressed at the polls. The objection that 
they will not do so was urged against the 
sentimental: vote for United States senator 
when that provision was inserted in the bill, 
which was declared unconstitutional. But 
everybody now recognises the fact that th 
a vote will be binding, as it is in all those 
states which have such laws, Publicity, here 
as elsewhere, will prevent: indirection and 
manipulation. 

1. No provision repatding instructions for 
county officers was made, in order to allow 
those counties which desired to nominate 
county officers by plurality vote to do so, 

“j. The law provides that there shall be 
no alternates or proxies, vacancies being 
filled by the delegates from the district. 
No one can act as an officer of a conven- 
tion who is not a delegate, and the chair- 
man of each convention shall be elected by 
roll eall. Credentials are, issued by the 
county clerk, and the county court deter- 
mines contests before the convention con- 
venes. This prevents manipulation by the 
committee on credentials and mbplintes n 
eontesting delegation. 

Law Is a Compromise. 

The law is a compromisé. In the general 
assembly there were five classes of opinion: 

First Those who favored the nomination 
of county officers only by a plurality vote, not. 
permitting the names of any other candidates 
to be placed upon the official ballot.

THERE Is ROOM FOR ALL. - 
Senator Platt tenders advice to the 
older businéss and professional men of the 
large cities where competition is keenest. 
He says that when they get to be 0 and 
have bank accounts giving them an in- 
come of $3,000 or-$4,000 a year, or even 
less, they ought to retire and cease to 
stand in the way of the young fellows. 
This seams to be a case where a man does 
not practice what he preaches. Senator 
Platt is president of the United States 
Express company and is nearly 73 years 
old. Probably his income is so large that 
he would not be in want it he were to 
retire from business and make room for a 
junior. 

The advice may not be sound; even 
though given by a United States senator. 
A large and growing community needs all 
the capable business. and professional men, 
both old and young, that it has. 
cannot be a surfeit of them in such a 
community. If population and industry 
were stationary there might be a dearth 
of opportunities for the young men of 
ability, and it would be a gracious act for 
the seniors to retire and make room for 
them instead of forcing them to carry 
their ability elsewhere. 

In this era of rapid commercial and in- 
dustrial expansion there is 80 great a need 
of capable men that if the older ones 


were to retire there would not be enough | 


younger ones to do the important and 
profitable work that has to be done. If 


all the business and professional men of |

“COLORED PEOPLE.” 


Representative Sims of Tennessee has 
@rawn from ker T. Washington'an ex- 
pression as to the proper term to use in 
speaking of Americans of Mr; Washington's 
color. Mr. Sims had moved to amend a bill 
elating to education in the Distriet of 00. 
lumbia by substituting the word “ negro” 

for “colored” on the g that “ ¢ol- 
dred was inexact and might mean Chi- 
nese, Filipino, or Indian as well as anything 
else. Mr. Washington's reply shows that 
he is in accord with Mr. Sims in the matter. 

Mr. Washington is, indeed, of the opinion 
that on the ground of logic and of science the 
term Afro-American is as good as could be 
devised, but he adds that the fact is that 
language is not made by scientists or 
lcgicians. He finds that usage is in favor 
of the word “ negro” and therefore he bas 
po fault to find with it, although he prefers 
to write it Negro,“ with a capital letter. 
To cast off the name now would, in his opin- 
jon, be to separate the of today from 
‘in that history 
Mr. Washington finds much cheer. No 
other people ever rose so rapidly from sav- 
age ancestors through slavery to civiliza- 
tion. For my part,” he concludes, “I 
delle ve the memory of these facts should be 
preserved in our name and traditions as it is 
preserved in the color ot our faces. I do not 
think my people should be ashamed of their 
bistory or of any name that people choose 
in good faith to give them.“ 

Mr. Washington has again displayed the 
sturdy good sense which has done so much 
to make him a useful and influential man. 
‘The fact that teachers and pupils in the 
‘Tuskegee institute call themselves and al- 
low themselves to be called negroes with- 
out any sense of shame is 4 good sign for

Manuel, who furnished society with its trink- 
eis and who had Edwin Streeter, now the 
greatest living authority on precious stonés, 
as his chief assistant. 

Harry Emmanuel was an English Jew, and 
being possessed of social aspirations decided, 
afte. amassing a fortune, to dispose of ais 
thop to Btreeter, and then transferred his 
abode to Paris. There, by a judicious outlay 
money, he managed to secure from the 
Portuguese goverfiment the title of baron 
d Almeida, and set to work, by all the means 
in his power, to éffacé everything that could 
recall his identity with Harry Emmanuel, 
the shopkeeper, even going 30 far as to deny 
that he had ever been in business in London.

One of his Parisian friends, aware of uls 
little foibles, suggested to him that he might 
obtain an entrée into the best French so- 
c.etty by securing a diplomatic appointment. 
Accordingly, by*means of another outlay of 
money, he got himself accredited as minister 
plenipotentiary of the San Domingan repubiie | 
te the French government. This post he held 
for some fifteen years—that is, until the time 
of his death. There was no salary attached 
to the office, and he was required to defray 
all the expenses in connection therewith, 
including the stipends and allowances of the 
ecoretaries and attachés of his mission, whom 
he was, of course, free to appoint without 

ard to their nationality.

It, however, caused 
him to receive invitations to all official en- 
tertainments of a semi-public character on 
the banks of the Seine and likewise endowed 
him with cértain diplomatic privileges and 
immunities which went far to console him 
for the refusal of the noble Faubourg to 
bave anything whatever to do with him of 
with his fat Dutch wife. 

While guilty of no dishonesty and perfectl 
bonorablé, the late baron and his wife, 1 
ogether had kept shop in Bond street, 
hardly qualified by their antecedents or“ * 
their breeding to mingle on a footing of equai- 
ity with society in the generally understood 
sense of the word, or with the baron’s old 
world colleagues, European diplomats being, 
as a rule, men of birth and education. This 
being the case, the San Domingan mission in 
hig hands merely served to increase the prej- 
udice with which the diplomatic representa- 
tives of many of the minor Central and South 
American republics are looked upon abroad 
a’ prejudice not altogether surprising when 
thé fact is recalled that a few years ago a 
full fiedged Central American envoy was 
caught in the act of cheating at cards at the 
Munt club at Rome, and that some time after- 
wards the Swiss government felt itself con- 
strained to demand the recall of another 
Central American minister in consequence of 


the discovery that he was an ex-convict. 


In the case of Europe and the United States 
one has the assurance that their diplomatic 
representatives are citizens of the country to 
whose missions they belong, and that they 
art men of honor and of à certain social 
standing. There is no such guarantee in the 
case of many Central and South American 
diplomats, and that is why society and oe tase 
ure apt to fight shy of them.

Children of Men. 

At the Bush temple the Players’ Stock 
company is appearing this week in a play 
which, until Monday night, had not received 
public production. It is called Children of 
Men,“ and is the work of L. France Pierce 
of this city. Watched last evening, it was 
found to be a melodrama which contains 
certain scenes that are of considerable 
dramatic value and others which are cruds 
and ineffective. The plot is an unneces- 
sarily involved one and has to do with the 
struggle of two young men—one a rascal and 
the other honorabie—to obtkin a certain for- 
eign contract which is expected to place the 
successful one in the presidency of a larga 
railroad corporation. The rascal has re- 
course to forgery, bold faced accusations of 
moral worthlessness, and even threats of 
murder, in order to wih his point, but is 
fotled, of course, before the curtain falls. 

The author has not succeeded in making 
the aim of the two men sufficiently important 
to the onlooker to compel the latter’s interest 
and sympathy. He does-not care whether 
the rascal or the hero wins, and thus the 
entire piot fails in stage value. There is one 
character—that of an Austrian diplomat— 
which is drawn with some power, and when 
this character occupies the center of the 
stage, as he does in the first half of the third 
act, the interest in the performance revives. 
But a helpless comedy scene which 38 
dragged in here, as similar ones are at regu- 
lar intervals throughout the play, Kills the 
awakened interest and drops the perform- 
ance back into ineffectiveness. Some of the 
dialogue is not without merit, and could the 
play be rewritten and freed from many of its 
crudities a melodrama of a fair amount of 
strength might result. At present, however, 
the crudities outweigh the merits.

The performance is a generally creditable 
one.

Illinois brick shares were weak. Consid- 
erable publicity was given yesterday to the 
prospective fight between the Illinois and 
the National companies.

The 
Illinois people hold to some contracts which 
they have with interests in the National 
Brick, in which contracts the owners of the 
latter. company agree not to engage in the 
brick business within. 100 miles of Chicago. 
Such contracts, however, have not been of 
much value in the past. 


Local Bank Share Market. 


The effect on the value of bank shares of | 
the toleration of poor banking practices and 
the consequent failure of a few institutions 
is impressively demonstrated in the case of 
Chicago bank stocks. With seven months of 
unprecedented earnings, the market for local 
bank shares is not only almost dead but 
prices have declined from 30 to 50 points. 
Since the beginning of the year many of the 
banks report. having earned their dividends 
for the entire fiscal period in the first ten or 
twelve weeks of the calendar year. In the 
meantime there has been no general improve- 
ment in prices, though it would seem the 
latter must presently come. 

This state of affairs in banking securities 
ig a costly illustration of either how profit- 
able or how unprofitable it may be to con- 
duct banking business on approved. lines or 
the contrary. If the clearing house commit- 
tee had no other incentive to see that the 
institutions which enjoy its privileges be 
held strictly accountable to its regulations, 
the shrinkage in the value of the invest- 
ments of shareholders as shown at this time 
should be sufficient, And the stockholders 
who elect directors and presidents have 4 
right to expect the latter will conduct the 
trust reposed in them in a prudent and 
proper manner. 


‘Bank Failures Costly. 


Beginning June 1 the clearing house com- 
mittee will have an examiner of its own, 
responsible to no one but itself, and who will 
report on all loans, both large and small. 
After this examiner shall have had time to 
look into the affairs of institutions which 
may be thought to be lax, it is difficult to 
see what excuse can be offered for failure 
to see that abuses are corrected. It has 
cost the stockholders of Chicago banks a 
good many millions of dollars in market 
values to learn that only good banking is 
profitable to both the shareholders and the 
community. And those. who will be @ri- 
marily responsible for further losses will be 
the managers of the banks themselves. 


Prices Should Improve. 

When it became generally understood that 
the Chicago banks, through enforcement of 
regulations and close examination by their 
special examiner, intend to keep clean rec- 
ords, there should be a marked improvement 
in the market for local bank shares. It should 
invite public confidence to know that there 
will not be a recurrence of such events as 
have universally disturbed the market for 
Chicago securities, With present large earn- 
ings and the good will of investors the bank 
share list should present some attractive in- 
vestments, based on the low return which 
such securities usually yield. 


Canadian Pacific Land Sales. 

It is announced that the proceeds from 
the sele of land by the Canadian ‘Pacific 
railway company go to a special fund and 
do not appear in the weekly or monthly 
earnings. It is pointed out that this fact Is 
overlooked or unknown to many who study 
the returns.
